.No Banners Across Streets, 

The decoration of the business streets 
has been carried out in accord with a 
design decided upon some time ago.

The Denver committee early sent out 
notices that no political organization 
would be permitted to stretch a banner 
across the street. and this has 
been strictly adhered head- 
quarters-and the headquarters of candi- 
dates are macked only by banners hung 
along the walls of the hotel or builde 
ings where they are established. 

Denver is eagerly awaiting the com- 
ing of crowds, for the convention 
ig regarded as marking the opening 
of a new epoch in the city’s history. 

Cleveland Resolution Row.

In this connection, Charlies F. Murphy, 
‘leader of Tammany Hell, and head of 
the New York state delegation, who 
a'so arrived today, announced that he’ 
hag never seen the Parker resolutions, 
that they did not represent the views 
of the New York delegation, and that 
any resolution to be offered must be 
first submitted to a caucus of the state 
delegation to be held’on Monday. 

Judge Parker would not discuss the 
comments by Henry Watterson, of 
Louisville, Ky., upon his resolutions, 
and, in fact, he declined to give his 
opinion of any Interviews by prominent 
democrats based - upon the tentative 
draft. He said, however, that he is not 
irrévocabiy committed to the tribute pre- 
pared by him In New York, but that he 
believes the resolutions adopted should 
suitably acknowledge the debt owed Mr. 
Cleveland by the democratic party.

Judge Parker's statement follows: 
“Regarding the preparati@iis and in- 
| Sregueme the resolutions expressing the 
deep regret of-al] good citizens, wheth- 
er democrats or republicans, at the re- 
cént death of Mr. Cleveland, and the 
great #ervices hé renderdg the country, 
I have only thfé to say:

ASKED TO QUIT THE RACE. 


Lincoln, Neb., July 3.—The stream of 
cailers and of letters, all expressive of 
the best wishes for the political fu- 
ture of William J. Bryan, was inter- 
rupted today when Herman Ridder, edi- 
tor of The New York Staats Zeitung, 
Called at Fairview and asked Mrr. 
Bryan\to withdraw from the contest 
in favor of “some democrat who could 
win.” 

The interview between Mr. Ridder and 
Mr. Bryan was pleasam and of the 
frankest nature throughout. Mr. Ridder 
told Mr. Bryan, in as many words, that 


_he would oppose him openly in the Deh- 


ver convention, but, in the event of his 
being mominated to head the ticket, that 
hTe Staats Zeitung and Mr. Ridder per- 
sonally would support the ticket. 

Mr. Ridder told Mr. Bryan that it was 
@ matter for the serious consideration 
of the latter whether or not he should 
@ccept a third nomination and wreck 
the chances of the democratic party to 
elect its ticket at the coming election. 

“I do not believe you can carry New 
York state if you are nominated,” said 
Mr. Ridder. 


“I cannot agree with you,” replied 


‘Mr. Bryan, “but even though I am un- 


able to carry that state, I believe I can 

be elected without the electoral vote of 

New York.” . 

Favors Free Paper Piank. 
Later Mr. Ridder gave out the sub- 

stance of his talk with the democratic 

leader, which. bested half an hour. 


During the conference he presented to 


Mr. Bryan a typewritten copy of a pro- 


pposed plank advocating the removal! of 


the tariff on wood pulp, to which Mr. 
Bryan wroge across the bottom: 
“IT am in ‘favor of the above plank 
fust the way it Is.’ Path 


per to the convention, and there is lit- 
tle doubt of its being incorporated in 
the platform adopted by the convention. 
The plank reads as follows: 

“Every consideration of public policy 
suggests the conservatism of our wood 
lands and the removal of those im- 
port duties which put a premium upon 
destruction of our forests. 

Existing duties have given paper man- 
ufacturers a shadow behind which they 
have organized combinations to raise the 
price of pulp and of paper and to iIm- 
pose a tax upon knowledge. The reéve- 
nues derived from the tmport duties on 
pulp and printing paper are so smal! 
and the benefits to be obtained from the 
abolition of these duties are so consid- 
erable that we indorse the attitude of 
the democratic representatives in ‘con- 
grees who unanimously favored the 
placing of pulp and printing paper on 
the free list.” “ 

Mr. Ridder talked very plainly on the 
proposed resolution on the death of 
former President Cleveland, saying: 

“I think the resolutions in this regard 
should be entirely devold of anything 
a uous or of anything that would 
ca internal strife, and that the mem- 
ory” of Grover Cleveland should not be 
the subject of any quarrel. * 

“I think undue. publicity has been 


given the matter, and I do not antici- 
pate that it will be the cause of dis- 
sension.in the convention.

' Asked HOw Mr. Bryan took the prep- 
Osition to withdraw from the presiden- 
tial race, Mr. Ridder said he smiled, 
but gave no direct reply. 

“Our talk was a most pleasant one,"’ 
said Mr. Ridder. ‘I told Mr. Bryan 
very plainly that I should have to go to 
the Denver convention opposed to his 
nomination and prepared to do ajl I 
could to oppose it. I also told him that

Servative platform. : 

“My ideas of a conservative platform 
are that the tariff shall be revised en- 
tirely on trust controlled articles, and 
that a tariff for revenue only shall be 
retained on other’commodities. MTheee 
latter I would not subject to the tm- 
mediate removal! of tne duty, but rather 
revise the tariff and reduce it by de 
grees, 

‘“‘As to finance, I belleve that securi- 
tiles on which our-currency should’ be 
based should be subject to the appeoval 
of the secretary of the treasury, and 
that collatera] should be of such a na- 
ture as the different states permit sav- 
ings banks to accept as an investment 
for their funds. 

“The injunction plank, I 
should favor a statute which 
make it necessary for at least two 
judges to act on the fina] issue. One 
judge should issue the injunction and 
another decide the merits of the case. 
I did not have an opportunity to talk 
of this matter with. Mr. Bryan, but I 
understand that he is in favor of a sys- 
tem of this nature, rather than have the 
caseés submitted to a jury.” 

What Ridder Opposes. 


Mr. Ridder, when asked what he 
would oppose, said that -hée would not 
accept a declaration for free silver, or 
for government ownership. He added 
also that it was the understanding that 
Mr. Bryan considered the silver issue 
dead, and that the democratic leader 
did not wish a government ownership of 
railroads plank inserted.

died last night at 8 o'clock at his home 
in West End. 

The noted author was surrounded 
by all the members of his family, who 
/hadg realized for several days that 
death was inevitable. He Was totally 
unconscious for twelve hours preced- 
ing his death. Cirrhosis of the liver 
| finaily developed uremic poisoning and 
the case- became hopeless. 
Realizing that the end was 
'Tncle Remus.was genial and resolute. 
| He made no attempt to conceal his be- 
lief concerning himself from the mem- 
‘bers of his family. His irresistible 
humor. his indomitable good _ spirits 
never deserted him. The old, playful, 
whimsical manner in his intercourse 
with the family was preserved until he 
-sank into final unconsciousness. 
Friends Were Auxtous. 

Since the first publication-of thé news 
that Uncle Remus was desperately ill, 
his friends throughout the city and in 
all parts of the country havé besieged 
the house for news of the patient's 
rendition. During his Hfetime many of 
the most notable people of the world 
have sought the quiet little home in 
West End to see the genial philosopher 
and the gentle humorist whose work 
has so enriched American literature.

The fire followed an explosion of 
fireworks on display in the store.

Fire Chief Wailace and the 
store mandger were of the opinion that 
the pieces were ignited by an arc light. 

Then Came Cry of Fire. 


The store, which is located near the 
busiest corner in the town district, 
was well filled with shoppers, mostly 
women and children. Practically all 
of th® clerks were young gir!s. Al- 
though the explosion of the fireworks 
caused consternation, the real panic did 
not occur until some one shouted ‘‘fire.”’ 

For an Instant a hush came over the 
crowd. Then the women screamed, 
some fainted, and sudden fear over- 
came them. 

Crazed by the possibility of Injury or 
death, all on the mafn floor rushed for 
the front and rear doors. Quickly they 
were jammed in the front doorways. 

During the jam those who had at- 
tempted to escape by the rear door 
were blocked in their progress. The 
main door was too small! for all who 
sought safety there, and the rear win- 
dows were closed with iron bars. Those 
who could not escape in this direction 
turned to the front door. While practi- 
caliv every one on the main floor was 
able to leave without Injury through 
the front door, it was mainly becanse of 
the jam at that door that the unfortu- 
nate ones lost their lives. Two of the 
clerks, seeing no possibility of imme- 
diate escape at the front door, ran to 
the basement. The basement windows 
also were barred with fron. and their 
to the main floor was cut off by 
the approach of the flames.

LAST EDITORIAL OF MR. HARRIS 


By Strange Coincidence, Voices Strongly His Unortho-: 
dox Belief in Christianity Unaware of Death's 


Approatch—His Belief v. Theology. 


Coincidence, wierd, powerful and 
thought-compelling. is shown in the con- 
ditions under which Joel Chandler Har- 
ris wrote his last editorial for Uncle 
Remus’'s-The Home Magazine,” , 

It was headed, simply, “In the Mat- 
ter of Belief.” He could not, when he 
gave his views on religion, theology and 
death free rein,” have known that even 
then the finger of the Destroyer was 
on him. 

In clear English and with homely logic 
he combats what he regards the hair- 
of theologians, and states his 
humble. forceful reasons for belief in 
the teachings of Christianity. 

Other of his editorials are yet 
printed, but the one on ‘Belief’ 
the last from his pen. 

Bo remarkable is the prophetic se- 
quence of circumstance that the ediio- 
rial is worthy reproduction in full, as 
follows: ‘ 

“The farmer had occasion, some time 
ago, to write the following paragraph: 
‘There is nothing truer, or more whole- 
some Or more far-reaching, or more edu- 
cative than the creations of a sane and 
healthy imagination. The legend of 
Santa Claus is true for the reason that 
it connects the childish mind «with the 
mysteries of religion, and is a long step 
jin the direction of real belief." Where- 
upon a writer in The Times, of Calhoun, 
Ga., makes this remark: ‘The first sen- 
tence in the above may be as true 48s 
the gospel, but we consider the last sen- 
tence very poor theology.’ 

“Well, it is not theology at all, and 
therefore, the poorer theology it is, the 
better it is; for the Farmer doesn't run 
with the theologians, nor is he inclined 
to split hairs with those who consider 
themselves theologians. Religion ‘has 
been given its scientific side, of course, 
by those who make a complete and an 
exhaustive study of divinity, and, no 
doubt, it is very interesting to those who 
are versed in it, and who know how to 
fire off the guns of rhetoric and logic. 
He has heard these guns many and 
many a time, and smelt their smoke, 
but, up to the present day, they have 
done him no harm. When a youngster 
is allowed to shoot a pocketful of blank 
cartridges, he imagines that he is doing 
great execution in the world, and he 
mever knows until he wakes the next 
morning that things are pretty Much 
as they were. The side of the house 
may be blackened. but the ‘house itself 
is intact. What if it should happen 
that he is a theologian in embryo, with- 
Out at all appreciating the importance 
of his position? He has filled the air 
with smoke and noise, but when all 18

“That theology is one of the necessary 
resultsof abelief in things divine, the | 
Farmer is not prepared to deny. It is 
no doubt a beautiful and an interesting 
study, in the nature of things, it must 
be; but the Farmer does not find it! 
necessary so far as his own belief is 
concerned. He needs no argumentative 
props to assure him of the truth of the 
Christian religion; but if he had started 
out fo be a preacher, he would perhaps 
find such things necessary, though he is 
not entirely sure of that. The legend | 
of Santa Claus is based on the fact that,,f 
on Christmas day, a good Christian 
went about making presents to little 
children, especially to the poor children. 
This legend is not only true because it 
is a fact, *but because it brings home 
to the minds of children the necessity 
of belleving in the supernatural—and the 
that interested contemporaries} 

“It would be the business of a theolo- 
gian to show why this Is necessarily 
true, and to make such comments as oc- 
eurred to a mind versed In the science 
and history of religion. The Farmer, 
being no theologian, is content to make 
the statement and allow it to stand for 
what itis worth. He Is perfectly willing 
that his interested contemporarios 
should worry over its vaguencss and 
its haziness, but he Is sorry if the new 
fashions of thinking and believing shall 
come between them and a clear under- 
standing of what he meant We may 
have new fashions in literature, espe- 
cially in fiction, as Mr. Henry M. Alden 
has so acutely pointed out, and we may 
have new beliefs growing out of new 
knowledge; but for two thousand years 
there has been nothing essentially new 
about the Christian religion. What it 
was then—that is what it is now. Many 
men of many minds, especially theolo- 
gians, have tried to twist it about to suit 
varying fashions of belief; materialists 
have pooh-poohed its reality; scientists, 
so-called, have vainly sought for proofs 
that it is a fable: and the higher critics 
for more than fifty years have run a 
terrible race with one another to show 
that the Bible is made up of popular 
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The Gospels themselves 
written by any hand save the onés 
they are credited. 

So say the scientific theologians and 
the advocates of what is called the 
higher eriticism, and they have been 
saving it so long and with such em- 
phasis that many weak-minded people 
—those who cannot sleep comfortably 
at night unless Doubt is in bed with 
them—have come to the conclusion that 
the higher critics know what they are 
talking about.+ As a resguit, many of 
the younger generation of men and 
women, who have arrived at the point 
where they imagine they ca nthink for 
themselves, are looking darkly and 
dubiously on the ancient forms of ber, 
lief. They are moving to and fro in 
a busy and progressive age; they are 
elbowing their way through the world 
with people who are infected with 
doubt that is deeper than any form of 
ignorance, and who have come to be- 
lieve that such a state of mind be- 
longs to the natural order of things. 
Under such conditions, it is not at all 
surprising that the Infection has 
reached the pulpit. (There are hun- 
dreds of preachers today of the young- 
er generation who are frankly doubt- 
ful of the truths that they speak to 
their congregations. What they say 
may or may not be true; they are un- 
able to make up their own minds in 
regard to thé matter; and they feel 
that their duty is done if they preach 
a perfunctory sermon under which the 
members of their congregations can 
sleep comfortably. Now, this sort of 
thing may be in the domain of theology 
—may be a definite part of its curric- 
ulum—but certainly it has little to do 
with religion, the religion of which 
the Savior was the founder. Much of 
the trouble, the Farmer fears, is due to 
the false notiéns: which society im- 
parts to those who are in its charmed 
circle, or who hover about on the out- 
side, ready to flit through an accidental 
gap in the fence. We are too refined 
to exhibit the emotions which our an- 
cestors were not ashamed of; such 
things are too coarse and crude, and 
they must be reserved for a particu- 
larly exciting game of bridge, where 
the stakes are high, or where the prize 
is worth playing and screaming for. 

“Not so very long ago a young 
preacher, who had won honors at a 
theological seminary. announced that 
he could no longer subscribe to the doc- 
trine of the incarnation. It failed to 
measure up to the logic of the theology 
he had been studying, and the announce- 
ment was only another way of stating 
that he would rather sacrifice the Chris- 
tian religion than do violence to logic 
and reason. He had another motive, 
too; he tmagined that his announcement 
would create a great sensation, and re- 
sult in a discussion in which he would 
Shine with great brilliancy. The event 
to justify the hope. His an- 
nouncement feil flat, and the world 
passed on its way, unconscious that an 
ambitious yvoung fellow had gone to 
wreck in his own pulpit. If each indl- 
vidual, from the humblest to the most 
important, could seize and digest the 
fact that his belief or unbellfef has no 
effect on truth as it Is, we should have 
a much modester population than that 
with which we are confronted. It is 
the {individual and not the truth that is 
affected; his belief or unbelief js im- 
portant only to himself. He may in- 
oculate othere, as the cow-tick carries 
the cattle fever, but the truth iteelf 
will remain whole and untmpalired. 

“The young preacher to whom refer- 
ence has been made—the Farmer has 
forgotten his name—is either the vic- 
tim of scientific theology. or of the ad- 
vocates of the higher criticism, and §it 
is to be supposed that his consctence 
justifies him. [f so, there fs nothing 
more to be said in regard to his atti- 
tude. No dowbt there are hundreds cf 
other preachers, both young and’ old. 
who agree heartily with those who are 
trying to cast dowb on the Bible: the 
Farmer has heard as much from those 
who are in a position to know: but 
they are not as outspoken as the young 
man who declared that he could not be 
Heve in the Incarnation. thereby de- 
claring that the whole scheme of salva- 
tion is in a measure tepugnant to his 
mind. When we come to consider the 
Incarnation with any degree of serfous- 
ness we at once find ourselves in a 
region where neither reason nor logic 
availe. 

“Not all the learning of all the schools 
can even be measurably helpful. Each 
individual soul must consider the mat- 
ter for itself, and ft must abolish all 
consideration of physical and material 
phenomena. It must use {ts own spiritua) 
logic and reason in considering the mat- 
ter. and must realize that it is in the 
presence of the greatest mystery, the 
greatest miracle, the world has ever 
had any experience of. Theology avails 
nothing here; it is a human inventién, 
and has for its basis the inquisitiveness 
of man with respect to history and tra- 
dition, and the active curiosity that has 
been aroused by the development of the 
Christian religion. We may know why 
the incarnation is true, but we shall 
never know ‘how it is true until the, cur- 
tafh that is drawn between the here 
and the hereafter has been rolled away. 
We shall have to take the words of wit- 
nesses to the fact. and we shall have 
to depend on our own spiritual insignt 
to confirm them. 

“The ‘Farmer has said thet reason is

impotent here, but he was speaking of 


the reason that coldly applies itself to 
human affairs; he was speaking of the 
reason that is polished up in the schools, 
and fitted for the needs of speculative 
philosophy and science; but there is a 
form of human reasop which is neither 
of the schools nor the academies, which 
finds nothing difficult in the Christian 
religion—nothing doubtful, and nothing 
that cannot find an explanation in the 
mercey of the Creator and the desperate 
needs of the human race. But to apply 
this form of reason requires an attitude 
somewhat different from that which has 
become such a marked feature of the 
men and women of ouw time—the atti- 
tude that speaks of greed and cunning, 
and the overweening desire of display. 
We must bec®me as little children, and 
who does not desire in his heart of 
hearts to imitate the fresh innocence of 
the youngsters who come and go before 
our eyes, and who contribute in such 
large measure to the satisfaction which 
we have in. life? The Farmer. knows 
that He who created life, which is the 
greatest mystery of all, is fully equal 
to the production of all other mysteries 


and miracles. Theology is of the small- 


est help toward belief in such matters, 
and the Farmer is glad indeed that. he 


‘doesn’t have to employ it, even as a 


crutch. If it is credulity that makes ‘his 
belief as certain to him as real know!l- 
edge, he is glad that his mind has the 
necessary flexibility to be credulous,

“To be frank, h@fhad no idea that a 
sentence in a short newspaper  par- 
agraph would lead him to take the 
floor and keep it for such a 
time, to the exclusion other views 
that might be more interesting to the 
new generation, which is all the time on 
the lookout for new pleasures and fresh 
sensations. Moreover, The farmer 
might have left It to the pulpit to make 
out the argument and complete it; but 
he has come to discover that the pulpit 
is no broadér than the men that fill it 
—and some of them are wonderfully nar- 
row-chested. In short, the pulpit takes 
it for granted that all who sit or sleep 
poder its auspices are either believers 
Ur in the way of petief; and it often 
comes to pass that the preachers talk 
about any and everything except the 
Simple scheme of salvation. A little to: 
the north and east of us, the preacher 
had narrowed his vocation until he is 
now nothing more than a moralist. 

“This is something, to be sure, but 
not much. Morality is not religion, 
however desirable it may be 
itself. Many men are 
virtuous as the result of physical or 
temperamental weakness, and not as the 
result of rigid self-derfial. The man 
whose stomach is So arranged that he 
cannot take alcoholic liquors in any 
form is fortunate indeed, but The 
Farmer would not point to him as an 
example of teetotalism. He is the vic- 
tim of an unhealthy stomach, and not 
even a theologian would. say that a 
weak stomach is a form of virtue. On 
ttfe other hand, sad to say, many mer 
whose private lives are all that they 
should be, have no hesitation in over- 
reaching their fellow-men when it comes 
to a matter of business. Of late years 
this tendency, which is as vicious as 
thievery, has become an art, and, as 
the result of its wholesale practice, we 
have the immense fortunes, and the ap- 
palling condition of affairs that is caus- 
ing such a tremendous stir among the 
professional politicians. _ 

“The attitude of one huge company 
towards its competitors constitutes the 
most complete display of this particular 
form of business knavery that has ever 
been known, if we take the word or 
those who have investigated the mat- 
ter. The exposure so stirred the public 
mind that one of the representatives of 
the company was compelled to come +o 
its defense. His excuse was that bus- 
iness, when there is competition, is in 
the nature of a struggle: that is as far 
as he will go, and he seems to think 
that such a statement {s sumcient to 
dispose of the charges that have been 
made against his company.

nah, Macon and New Orleans. He prac- 
ticed law at Forsyth, Ga., at the ¢ame 
time doing some editorial] work. 

The “Uncle Remus’ Series. 


He joined the staff of The Atlanta 
Constitution in 1876, and it was through 
his connection with this paper that he 
entered upon the work which hag made 
him famous wherever the English tongue 
is spoken. In the files of The Consti- 
tution will be found much of his best 
work, both serio and humorous. In 
addition to his able editorial contribu- 
tion there appear the first of the Uncle 
Remus stories, which were later col- 
lected and pwblished in book form, 

Before Uncle Remus took up this 
work a series of dialect stories by Sam 
W. Small, who was writing under the 
sobriquet “Ojid Si,’”’ had been a regular 
and attractive feature of the paper. 
When these ‘ceased Captain Evan P. 
Howell, then editor of the paper, urged 
Mr. Harris to carry on the feature. The 
latter demurred, declaring he had never 
done any dialect writing in his life. 
Captain Howell insisted, however, and 
told Mr. Harris he could easily make a 
bi@ euccess of the work. Racking his 
brains, Mr.-Harris thought of one ot 
the old folk-lore stories that had been 
told him. on the plantation in Putnam 
county. This he reduced to writing, 
using the negro. dialect, and published 
it under the name of Uncle Remus. 
Other stories followed. They made an 
instantaneous hit. 

HKnewn Throughout World. 


The series begun at that 
since been read throughout the 
iiized world. From them the  au- 
thor received a - generous return iin 
money, in addition to the income from 
his regular newspaper and magazine 
work. But better than the material re- 
ward, he received the blessings of 
countless thousands of little children 
whom he has made happy. 

In a humorous article an Uncle Re- 
mus, written by James Whitcomb Riley, 
he was put down as a native of the Is-’ 
land of Joel, continent of Africa. and 
it was stated that there he learned 
from the savages themselves weird folk- 
lore tales. and had been admitted into 
the secr@& of their quaint superstitions, 
which he later spread before the people 
of the civilized world. 

This droll story obtained wide cre- 
dence, and was accepted as the literal 
explanation of Uncle Remus’ Keen and 
almost uncanny insight into the habits, 
manners, savage instincts and child- 
like sifmplicity of the descendants of 
the inhabitants of the Dark Continent. 

The truth fs, that Uncle Remus was 
born under Georgia skies, whose blue 
was reflected in his genial, kindly and 
merry eyes. In Eatonton, on December 
9, 1848, he first saw the light. 

On the plantation of his first em- 
ployer, Joseph Turner, he received the 
rudiments of education In the well- 
selected library of this prosperous farm- 
to which he had unrestrained ac- 
cess, he imbibed a knowledge ofthe Eng- 
lish classics. Hanging around the cab- 
ins of the negroes, listening to them at 
their work in the cotton fields, and ob- 
serving them in their hours of Precrea- 
tion, he gained an iosight into their 
character, and heard the weird stories 
which had hitherto been handed down 
from generation to generation of blacks 
by tradition. To Uncle Remus was ‘étt 
the task of giving them permanent 
form in English literature. 

Uncle Remus’ View of Literature. 


These stories have become classics 
of their kind. In a little wayside in- 
terview on the historical novel, which 
Uncle Remus gave to an ambitious re- 
porter, the noted author expressed re- 
gret that his questioner had not come 
to talk to him about pot liquor. He 
said he was a better authority on that 
than on the historical novel. He knew 
whether that made from collards had a 
finer flavor than that made from cab- 
bages, and was authority on other im- 
portant matters of that kind. 

He could tell, for tnstance, whether 
corn pone was better form than hoe 
cake, and declared he could discourse by 
the hour on the extent to which the fry- 
ing pan had contributed to civilization. 

He said every successful novel was in 
a sense historical, if it dealt with accu- 
racy upon a certain period of time; the 
manners and customs of the people of 
that time. Looking at the matter from 
this viewpoint, he said that Mr. H®w- 
ells’ “Silas Lapham” was as historical 
as “Janice Meredith.’’ That in this sense 
“The Scarlet Letter’ was our greatest 
historical novel, and next to it was 
“Huckleberry Finn.”” He thought Scott 
and Dumas were guilty of twisting his- 
tory to suit their own purposes, and said 
that ‘“‘today fS as much a part of his- 
tory as yesterday, and the writer who 
embodies its atmosphere and action in 
a story of character.will produce a his- 
torical novel.’ Viewed in this light, Mr. 
Harris’ works take on the character of 
a ‘historical romance of the old south. 
No American writer has more truly de 
picted the relations between the ante- 
bellum negro and his white master, or 
conditions during and since reconstruc- 
tion.

Mr. Harris’ Family Life. 


A very large part of Mr. Harris’ suc 
cess—just how large every man who 
has a capable and devoted wife may 
answer for himself—was due to the wom- 
an whom he married in Savannah in 
1873. Miss Essie La Rose was a na- 
tive of Canada and came of French-Ca- 
nadian ancestry. Possessing the energy, 
the vivacity and house-wifely qualities 
that make the French woman a model of 
her kind, she proved the constant in- 
spiration and complement of ther distin- 
xuished husband. Six children have 
blessed their home, and now a group 
of grandchildren are making gay the 
lawn at the ‘Sign of the Wren's Nest.” 
The children are: Julian Harris, for- 
merly managing editor of The Constitu- 
tion and now managing editor of Uncle 
Remus'’s Magazine; Lucian Harris, who 
is connected with the office of the coun- 
ty tax collector; Evelyn Harris, formerly 
city editor of The Constitution and now 
connected with the Southern Bell Tele- 
phone Company in Atlanta; Mrs. Fred 
Wagener, Jr., J. C. Harris, Jr., and Miss

It was in (876 .that Uncle Re- 
mus came to Atlanta and began 
work on The Constitution, For many 
years he reported daily at the editorial 
office, and from 9 a. m. until] 5 p. m. was 
to be found in his office on the sixth 
floor of the building. During the last 
several years of his conrection with the 
paper, which he termiffated in 1890, ne 
did his work at his home in West Mnd. 
Coming down town early each morning 
he would get his mail, call by The Con. 
stitution office to collect some ex- 
changes and to discuss the leading news 
of the day with Clark Howell, editor ot 
the paper. Returning home by 10 
o'clock, he would put in the rest of the 
day On editorial and magazine work.

The sigh of the wise man and the sod 
of the little child express today the uni- 
versal grief of the passing of our own 
great and good Uncle Remus.

When the President and Mrs. Roose- 
velt visited Atlanta in the fall 6f 1906, 
Uncie Remus was the object of their 
special interest. The children at the 
white house knew more about Uncle 
Remus than did the president. As the 
chief executive could not afford to have 
this said, even though he had been 
himseif a great admirer of the genial 
Georgia nature faker, he urged that Un- 
cle Remus be on hand at the local fes- 
tivities. He Sought to get bette, ac- 
quainted with him. President Roosevelt 
likes the man who has done things, 
whether he is a trader, hunter, college 
president, painter, author or even a 
railroad president. 

So all arrangements were made to 
have Uncle Remus meet the Roosevelts. 
He wags to meet the presidential! train 
at the termina! station in Atlanta, enter 
the carriage with Mrs. Roosevelt, and 
ride to the governor's mansion, where 
the party would ‘review the parade. A 
special guard was appointed to keep an 
eye on Uncle Remus to see that he did 


not escape, and the program was car- 
ried through. At the luncheon given at 
the Piedmont Driving Club, President 
Roosevelt, in his most enthusiastic and

cordial manner, exclaimed: 

“I am going to very ilf repay the 
courtesy with which I have been greet- 
ed by causing for a moment or two 
acute discomfort to a man of whom I 
am very fond—Uncle Remus. 

“Presidents may come and presidents 
may g0, but Uncle Remus stays put. 

“Georgia has done a great many 
things for the union. but she has never 
done more than when she gave Joel 
Chandler Harris to American literature, 

“Gentlemen, I feel too strongly to in- 
dulge in any language of mere compli- 
ment or mere flattery. Where Mr. Har- 
mis seems to me to have done one of 
the greatest services is that he has writ- 
ten what exalts the south in the mind 
of every man who reads it, and yet 
what has not even a flavor of bitterness 
toward any other part of the union. 
There is not an American anywhere who 
can read one of Mr. Harris’ stories... 
who does not rise up a better citizen for 
having read them.” 

Following the Roosevelts’ visit to At- 
lanta an invitation to visit the white 
house was extended and accepted. Uncle 
Remus, accompanied by his son, Julian 
Harris. and Don Marquis, visited Wash- 
ington and had a most enjoyable and 
delightful day with the president. 


“UNCLE REMUS” MOURNED 
BY WEST END NEIGHBORS 


Nowhere will Joel Chandler Harris be 
more sincerely missed than from among 
hie friends and neighbors in West End. 

When Mr. Harris first moved out to 
the place which has been his home for 
so many years it was in the midst of 
the woods. Captain Evan P. -_Howe!l 
lived a block above in a spacieus and 
beautiful place surrounded by a large 
park. Colonel George Adair lived just 
across the railroad in West PEnd, his 
house being the first on the road after 
Whitehell street, with fts suggestiveness 
of city ways, was passed. 

Three more intimate and more de- 
voted friends never lived. Uncle Remus 
was the last of the triumvirate to sur- 
vive. 


Of his old friegds on The Constitu- 


tion, among whom were numbered Cap- 


tain Howell, Henry W. Grady, Cojonel 
W. A. Hemphill, WaHace Putnam 
Reed and Frank L. Stanton, only Mr. 
Stanton survives. Somewhat young>2r 
than the others, the latter was privi- 
leged to enter fully into their friendsnip 
and to share their affection. 

When Uncle Remus expressed to hls 
family his belief that his illness would 
prove fatal, one of his sons cheerfully 
declared: “Your time Mas not yet come 
to be no more.” 

With sudden seriousness, 
said: “Rather, when a man dies, 
stead of saying. ‘ne is no morfe,’ 
‘he is forever!’ ” 

Among the sorrowing friends who 
gathered at the Harris home the hope 
was expressed that the triumvirate—

A Modest, Retiring Gentleman. 


Probably no other man of this day 
was so widely known and so little 
knowhk, Through his writings he was 
known wherever the English language 
was spoken; but hundreds of people in 
the suburb where he lived, and thou- 
sarr@p in the city of Atianta, had nevet. 
seen him to know him. His modesty 
was proverbial. It was the shyness of 
a timid, simple, unpretentious gentle- 
man. He despised show and ostenta- 
tion. He hated to be lionized. Every 
attempt made to have him appear as 
the center of admiring attention was 
thwarted by him, if possible. To his 
intimate friends he was the personfica- 
tion of good humor, genial friendliness 
and cordial regard. But an unfamiliar 
face stamped him. In the home circle, 
with his coworkers on The Constitu- 
tion, or with friends of long standing, 
he wag thoroughly at ease, always mod- 
est, unassuming and cheery. 

No old-time negro, no person in dlis- 
tress, no deserving seeker for his fav°®r, 


ever found him anything but kindly, in- 
terested and sympathetic. All em- 
ployees on the street railway line run- 
ning by his house knew and loved him. 
They watched for his coming and felt 
honored when they had him for a pas- 
senger. In the old days of the horse- 
car line he would often relieve the 
driver while the latter went inside t° 
have his dinner. 

Friendly, bat Modest and Retiring. 


Two conorete examples of his modesty 
may not be amiss: In writing to Miss 
Katherine Wooten, of the Carnegie 
Mbrary, lanta, to thank her for the 
preparation of a bibliography of the 
works of Uncle Remus, Mr. Harris said: 

“At the Sign of the Wren’s Nest. 
“t7th September, 1907. 

“‘Dear Miss Katherine: There is no 
criticism that I could possibly make, 
and you have forestalled every suggesy 
tion.

During the gubernatorial campaign of 
r 1906 in Georgia, Uncle Remus invited 
Clark Howell, editor of The Constitu- 
tion, and one of five candidates for the 
nomination, to hold a rally on the wide 
lawn of his home in West End. In ex- 
tending the offer of his place for the 
meeting, he spwke of the ‘relations be- 
tween himself and Captain rie t7 P. 
Howell, saying: p

Avoided All Publicity. 


Despite the affectionate interest he 
had manifested, Uncle Remus was re- 
luctant to appear in person fn the midst 
of the crowd of friends who assembled. 
In his letter he sought to excuse him- 
self thus: 

“I am happy, but not feeli well, and 
it may be that I shall not able to 
make a pretty appearance at the gath- 
ering of your friends and mine, but it 
will be all right. I have now lived 
here thirty years in concealmént, and 
if I do not.make myself conspicuous at 
this meeting of your friends, it wll be 
because I have never made myself con- 
spicuous anywhere.” 

Pablished Volumes. 


In September, !900. Mr. Harris fe- 
tired from active journalism and since 
then has spent most of his time at his 
suburban home in West End, near At- 
lanta. To this attractive place the va- 
rious titles of “Snap Bean Farm” and 
“Sign of the Wren’s Nest” have been 
given. 

In June, 1907. appeared the first issue 
of Uncle Remus’s Magazine, a monthly 
publication edited by Mr. Harris, and in- 
tended to have a “live interest in all 
matters. whére *the peace, progress and 
proeperity of the republic are con- 
cerned.” 

Of the volumes which Uncle Remus 
has published, the first was issued in 
1880, being a collection of stories of 
“Uncle Remus; His Songs and His Say- 
ings,” a volume which has become a 
classic of its kind, since it appeals 
alike to scientific students of popular 
tradition and to ‘the general public, 
old and young. He continued to work 
the vein so happily discovered in “Uncle 
Remus.” Other publications are: 
“Nights With Uncle Remus” (1884); 
“Mingo and Other Sketches" (1888); 
“Free Joe and Other Georgian 
Sketches” (1898: “Daddy Jake, the 
Runaway, and Short Stories” (1889); 
“Balaam and His Master” (891); 
“Tales of the Homefolks in Peace and 
in War’ ('898. He wove into fiction 
frequent touches of folk-lore do the 
juveniles, “Little Mr. Thimblefinger” 
(1894; ‘Aaron in the Wildwoods” (1897), 
and several other volumes. 

Mr Harris also compiled a memorial 
volume of Henry W. Grady and con- 
tributed to the history of his state a 
volume on “Georgia, from the Invasion 
of De Soto to Recent Times.”

Dunbar Bill First to Be Passed 
by Both of the 
Houses. 


The Georgia senate held a short but 
interesting session on yesterday. Two 
méasures were reconsidered, the coun- 
ty police bill, introduced by Senator 
Walker, was withdrawn, three new 
bills were introduced and one house 
bill was passeq and with the signa- 
ture of the governor will become a 
law. This bill, by Mr. Dunbar, of 
Richmond, provides for the confirming 
and validating of all bonds issued by 
counties or municipalities since the 
constitution of 1877, and is the first 
bill which has passed both houses 
during the present session of the leg- 
islature, 

Barbers’ Bill Reconsidered. 


: The barbers’ bill, introduced by 
Senator Sikes, anq consideration of 
which on Thursday was postponed in- 
definitely, was reconsidered and the 
measure will take its place on the 
calendar and will ¢Gome up in the near 
future. 

Senator Taylor said that he would 
not object to the reconsideration of 
easure, provided the senate would 
Inject into the bill any clause 
which would compel him to cut off any 
portion of his flowing beard. 

Senator Henderson's “dower bill,” 
which faileq to receive the constitu- 
tional majority, was reconsidered by 
vote of 22 to 13. 

The senate refused to reconsider 
their action in passing the Weaver Dill 
to prevent unfair commercial discrim- 
ination by vote of 1!9 to 6. 

Immediately after the upper house 
was called to order, Senator Hardman 
moved that the roll call, be dispensed 
with. This motion was carried and 
the senate at once, after the adoption 
of the journal, proceeded to transact 
business,. On motion of Senator Tay- 
lor, the body adjourned at 11:55 to 
meet again on Monday at noon.

TAY OF TEGNTE 
IN THE HOUSE 


Election of County School Com- 
missioners the Issue 


NO FINAL ACTION WAS TAKEN 


Report of Committee, Which Was 
Unfavorable to Bill Providing 
Election by the People, Ad- 
versed—Action on Bill 
Wrll Come Later. 


Before adjourning over the “Glorious 
Fourth’ to meet Monday morning at !0 
o'clock, the house went on record in 
favor of electing county school com- 
missioners by a direct vote of the people, 
instead of. as is now the custom, by the 
grand juries and the county boasds of 
education. 

This declaration came after an hour's 
debate as to whether the report of the 
committee on education, which recom- 
mended unfavorably the passage of the 
bill, should be adopted. 

It stirred up the greatest interest of 
the session. and so keen was the inter- 
est in the measure that many voted to 
disagree to the report of the committee 
in order that the bill might be debated 
on the floor of the house. 

_ What Action Taken Means. 

The action taken disagreeing to the 
report of the eommittee, which was un- 
favorable to the passage of the bill, does 
not mean that the house has passed 4 
bill to elect the county school commis- 
sioners by a direct vote of the people 
but simply that thé bill shal] come up 
for debate and vote before the house 
upon its third reading 

It is seldom a second reading of 2% 
measure ever elicits so much debate, and 
it is less seldom that a report of a com- 
mittee {ts disagreed to. 

It now looks, in view of the vote, that 
the house will later pass this measure. 

In view of the fact that a week ago 
the legislature voted to go to Chatta- 
nooga Friday and remain Saturday, 
which action was afterwards rescinded, 
many solons made arrangements to g0 
home on Thursday and did so anyhow. 

When the house met it did not look as 
though there was a quorum present, 
but rol] call proved there 
spare. 

The attendance. however, was smailer 
than any of the present session, and few 
cared to risk general bills upon their 
passage. 

In consequence tne house debated and 
sparred. 

Three Important Measures, 

When the time for the Introduction 
of new matter came up three very im- 
portant offerings were made. 

The first of these. was a personal privi- 
lege resolution offered by Mr. Edwards, 
of Habersham. It recited in view of the 
assertions made by John T. Moore, of 
the Bibb Brick Company, to the effect 
that certain of the legislative commit- 
tee investigating that convict camp were 
drunk at the time, the legislature ap- 
point a committee to investigate the 
charges. 

His resolution stated that he, with 
Messrs. Powel! and'’Bowen, of the house, 
and Senator Stapleton. of the senate, 
composed the investigating committee. 
He asked that three members from the 
house and two from the senate be ap- 
pointed to investigate. 

Speaker Slaton appointed from the 
house Messrs. Atkinson of Morgan, 
Adams of Dibert, and Johnson of Jeff 
Davis. 

Following this resolution, Representa- 
tive Brown. of Oglethorpe, introduced 
one calling for an appropriation of $15,- 
000 with which to erect a monument to 
the late Hon. W. H. Crawford, of Geor- 
gia, on the capitol grounds in Atlanta. 
The resolution recited that Mr. Craw- 
ford was United States senator from 
Georgia, ambassador to France, United 
States treasurer and would have been 
elected president but for his untimely 
iliness. 

The resolution was attended with in- 
terest and referred. 

The bill by Mr. Wise. of Lafayette, rec- 
commends the enactment of a statute 
which will compel all life insurance com- 
panies doing business in Georgia to in- 
vest in the state at least 75 per cent of 
their legal reserve accruing from pre- 
miums collected on Georgia citizens, 
This measure vrovides that these invest- 
fments may be made in state, county or 
city bonds or in Georgia real estate. 

The house took up the bill by Mr. Fos- 
ter. of Cobb, which provides that every 
confederate veteran or widow of a con- 
federate veteran be entitled to draw a 
pension. and after an hour's debate ta- 
bled it to be taken up again on Wed- 
nesday. 

To Hear Game Commissioner. 


After the organization of the house 
this body adopted a resolution to in- 
vite Hon. John H. Wallace, commis- 
sioner of game and fish of Alabama, 
to address the house Wednesday morn- 
ing at 9:30 o'clock. It was offered by 
Mr. Fraser, of Liberty. The house 
took up house bills for passage. The 
first was the senate pension bill by Mr. 
Foster, of Cobb. He spoke on his 
measure for half an hour, but finally 
consented that it be set for a special 
order on next Wednesday.
